He regards the 
tariff question as a progressive one, whose 
features this year are different .from what 
they were a year ago or from what 
they will de a year hence. He be- 
lieves that the question of raising 
revenue should have a wider scope and 
greater function than the mere getting in of 
such moneys as ‘are necessary for the main- 
tenance of the executive department of the 
Government. Gen. Harrison is one of — 
broad-gauge men who recognizes that 
Government is an wstrument of the peopie 
and that its good is great.or small just as it 
does the greatest good to the greatest num- 
dor of citizens. He would attach purposes 
to the raising of revenue—protection to 
domestic industries, the development of our 
merchant marine, our system of internal 
improvement, the building up of our 
coast defenses, etc. The difference between 
Gen. Harrison and President Cieveland is 
that which distinguishes a Republican from 
a Democrat. The President desires that our 
public revenues should be collected aimless- 
ly, so far as their purpose is concerned and 
so long as they are sufficient to pay the cierks 
and officers. Tariff reform from the Demo- 
cratic standpoint contemplates this distinc- 
tion of beneficent incidents. Gen. Harrison 
is a tariff-reformer, too, but on the higher 
plane which I have indicated.

at Jacksonville, and he believed the 
most stringent means of quarantine shoula be 
enforced. He thinks the epidemic at Jack- 
sonvillo will continue to spread through 
the omy until the November frosts nip 
it, The conditions of temperature and 
atmosphere, besides the general state of 
health, are favorable for the epidemic. 
He thinks Surgeon General Hamilton de- 
serves the highest wraise for the way in 
which he has handled the fever-infected dis- 
trict. The people of Jacksonville have made 
loud compiaint against him for extending the 
quarantine period beyond ten days. They 
feel that healthy people should be allowed to 
leave Camp Ferry, the quarantine camp sev- 
eral miles from Jacksonville, after they have 
been there without fever ten days, as has 
heretofore been the custom. On the other 
hand the Surgeon General has been obliged 
to take under consideration the objections of 
healthy communities, who refuse to allow 
the citizens of the fever-stricken district to 
live among them. 

But little choice is afforded to the afflicted 
citizens. They must go where they will be 
received, ind they don’t like it. Dr. Ames 
believes there is no danger whatever of the 
plague in any parts of Florida except Tampa 
and Jacksonville, because the condition nec- 
essary for the spread of the fever is absent. 
The atmosphere, temperature, electrical in- 
fluences, and filth must all be such to admit 


of the fever, and Palatka is regarded as out 


of all danger because of its generally healthy 
condition and the fact that it has never 
been visited with the epidemic, 

Referring to the strict quarantine he says 
an imaginary line is drawn from St. Augus- 
tine westward, and all baggage, merchan- 


‘dise, and mail coming from south of this line 


is fumigated before being sent North. Every 
city is guarded to repel visitors from Jack- 
sonville, The railroads can bring no one 
from Jacksonville, and passengers and mer- 
chandise coming into the State at this time 
cannot be brought through Jacksonville. 
Militiamen, cavairymen, and others inspect 
‘all pedestrians and sée that they have proper 
health certificates. All travelers from the 
imfected country are thoroughiy and often 
examined. .

DISABLED AT SEA, 


An Ogéan Steamer Breaks Her Shaft and 
Pats Back to Port. 

New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.|—Joha Haw- 
kins of the Sandy Hook pilot-boat A. M. 
Lawrence, No. 4, came into port today in 
charge of the North German Lioyd steamer 
Aller. He had in his possession two letters 
addressed to A, M Underhill, the agent of 
the Guion Line. These were intrusted to 
his care by the Captain of the steamship 
Nevada, which belongs to the Guion Line 
and which is now disabled at sea. The let- 
ters im the information that the main 
shaft of the Nevada had been broken and 
that the steamer was coming back to this 
city in tow of the Carr Line steamer Polaria. 
The Nevada left this city Tuesday last, bound 
to Liverpool. She cieared the Sandy Hook 
bar at 8 o'clock the same evening and 
proceeded erage on her voyage un- 
til 8:40 o’clock Wednesday evening, when 
the main shaft broke. She was then about 
800 miles to the east of Sandy Hook. All at- 
tempts to ease the ship were rendered useless 
by a heavy sea which prevailed.

All night she pro- 
ceeded without assistance, and at 3:30 0’clock 

esterday morning was sighted by the A. M.

naturalized in Indianapolis in 1876 (under the

I had no desire for public office then any more 
than I have now. I am a Democrat, however, 
and that seemed to be my post of 
duty at the time, as I have always regarded 
it a post of great honor. The real truth is 
this: I like tomake money; not that I have 
any great heathenish love for money itself, 
but I do like to make money. I have a great 
many private interests and investments in a 
good many enterprises which require looking 
after, and which, owing to my public duties, | 
have had to be more or less negiected. Now 
I want to look after these. I must look after 
them. For me to continue in office ers 
another Administration is impossible. Of 
course I shall take counsel with my gs 
President Cleveland, before re „bur 
must relinquish the honors of public office 
at the earliest convenient opportunity.”

AGAINST SHERIDAN’S WIDOW. 
The bill to pension the widow, Mrs. Sheri- 


dan, and her children in the sum of §3,500 a 
yeat, which has already passed the Senate 
without opposition, and been reported by the 
House Committee on Pensions, has met with 
an Obstacle im the person of a Southern 
Brigadier, Kilgore of Texas, who bluntly 
declared “my purpose is to beat tne bili and 
there is no misunderstanding that language. 
The pension is not a large one, considering 
tme rank‘ held by Gen. Sheridan and his 
distinguished services. He rose from 4 sub- 
ordinate position to the highest in the army. 
By many critics he is held to have been a 
greater soldier than either Gen. Grant or Gen. 
Sherman. However this may be, no due will 
dispute that he was their peer and that no 
officer in the army did harder or more 
effective fighting for the Union. If there 
shall be any further Demooratic opposition 
to the granting of this pension it can only 
have for ite basis, therefore, Gen. Sheridan’s 
distinguishedjservices for the Government, 
and it can only be inspired by sympathy for 
the cause against which he fought.

It used to be an article of faith in Lihnois 
that John M. Palmer was a lawyer who knew 
the law. It was understood that he was a 
member of the bar, had read Blackstone and 
the statutes of the State, was 4 man whom 
Coke and Chitty would own as a brother, 
and who could safely be hired to plead a case 
before an intelligent Justice of the Peace. 
But it seems it was all & shocking blunder. 
John is not acquainted with the statutes; he 
is not even a nian who reads the papers. 

A month or so ago Gov. Palmer began his 
campaign. He started in down in Egypt and 
siowly worked his way north He made a 
speech where vor he could get a crowd to listen. 
„And his song one melancholy burden bore” 
that the Pinkertona must go.“ That was 
about all he found to talk about. A detective 
firm up in Chicago was threatening the hb- 
erties of the State, he said, and if he were 
made Governor there soon would be 4 law 
Wiping them out and forcihg them to quit 
Illinois forever. As Palmer wandered slow- 
ly northward With his gioomy tale Pr. 
vate Joo Fifer lay in wait for him, 
and he fell upon him at Joliet the other day 
and smote him hip and thigh, “Do not be 
frightened, my friends,” said Private Joe, 
“by What tne Governor says of Pinker 
tonian encroachments on your, liberties. 
There is a law on the statute books now 
which forbids the doing of all these dreadful 
things that John M. has been telling you 
about. It has been were some years. It 
was passed by a Republican General Assem- 
bly. It has at the end of it the name of 
Fuller, the Republican Speaker of the House. 
I rejoice to be abie to give these glad tidings 
to the Governor, and to relleve him of the 
burden that has weighed on his mind since 
he began stumping down in Egypt. All I 
ask of him is that he shall rétrace his steps 
and tell the people whom he may have misled 
that there is no reason to be worried, and 
that they need not make him Governor, for 
the work he had laid out for himself is al- 
ready dene.” Thus spoke the high private. 

One would think that Gen. Palmer would 
be thankful to Private Fifer for pointing out 
his gross and ridiculous ignorance of the 
law, but such is not the case. Gratitude has 
httle place in John’s nature. He shifts his 
ground and says: Tes; I see there is such a 
law, but it is hot enforced. Oglesby does not 
enforce it.“ , 

Now, this is hot “toting fair.” Private 
Fifer, not Oglesby, is runumg for Governor. 
Whether Oglesby did or did not do a certain 
thing last year or the year before has nothing 
to do with Private Fifer’s candidacy. -Yot it 
seems as if it were Gov. Palmer’s intention 
to stump the rest of the State on the issue 
that Oglesby did not enforce a law against 
the Pinkertons. 

Fifer, unlike Palmer, has some knowledge 
of what the law of Iilinois is on any subject.

THE ARKANSAS ELECTION. 
The results of the recent election in Ar 
kansas are not of à Character to enthuse the 
Democracy. In the State election four years 


ago the Democrats had a majority of about 40,- 


000, while Cleveland carried the State by 22,121 
over Blaine. In 1886 the vote was Democratic 
90,649, Republican 54,064. At the outset the 
Democratic State Committee put their major- 
ity up to the 1884 standard, evidently believing 
that under their peculiar system of counting 
they could have any majority that was needed, 
and boldly claimed between 35,000 and 40,000, 
After the returns began to come in they 
dropped their estimate down to 18,000, or 
about half of what Hughes, running for Gov- 
ernor, had two years ago—vig.: 86,585. After 
more returns had come in and the majority 
had dropped below 15,000 the managers 
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desperate Bourbons will allow the votes to be 
counted if such is the case, but even under 
these circumstances the Arkansas election 


there is no evidence of jubilation in the Dem- 
ocratic papers. They accept it as & matter 
of fact that the State has gone Democratic, 
und studiously conceal from their readers 
the figures showing the heavy losses the 
party has sustained. But if there are rifts 
in the solid Southern Staves, where will the 
doubtful Northern States appear in Novem- 


racy grow more determined to force the 
fighting on the line of free trade and oppo- 
simon to the principle of protection itself. 
In the Eabtern States in particular little is 
said now and less each day about effect- 
ing “revenue reform,“ but the Democratic 
assault is made against the doctrine of pro- 
tection as “vicious, illogical, and inequi- 
table.”

** tariff for revenue only — the greatest at- 
tainable measure of free trade—regardiless 
of ite effect on domestic industries. The 
Mille bill is apologized for as only a feeble 
beginning,” and promises are made that if 
the Democracy can hold the House and get 
control of the Senate really vigorous meas- 
ures in the direction of a “ tariff for revenue 
only’ will be adopted, and tariff duties will 
be wut down without any regard to the et- 
fect on American industries or the rate of 
Américan wages. 

Recognizing the bold and unqualifled doo- 
trine avowed as the Democrats have opened 
their campaign and gained the courage of 
their convictions, the Herald, leading Demo- 
cratic organ of Chicago, says under the 
heading No Disguise About It“:

tection of American industries against for- 
eign competition is pronounced “wrong in 
itself” and unconstitutional.“ “The Dem-

DECISIONS ON “TRUSTS” AND “CONFER- 
ENCES.” 


The first decision bearing on the illegality 
of trust combinations Comes from Tennessee, 
whose Supreme Court has a well-established 
reputation for legal soundfess. The decision 
is limited in its scope, since it applies only to 
the case of triste Which are made up of cor- 
porations, and there is no intimation as to 
what the court would hold had it to deal 
with one where the members were private 
individuals of tnchartered associations. 
Still itis broad enotigh to apply to the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust, which is made up of a num- 
ber of companies which are working under 
special or general State charters and under 
city ordinances. 

In the Tennessee case several cotton-seed 
oil companies formed a trust. One of the 
members tailed to comply with the agree- 
ment, and suit was brought by the others to 
force the bolter to live up to the terms of the 
contract he had entered into. This, how- 
ever, the court refused to do, holding that 
there was no contract which could be en- 
forced by law, because there was no author- 
ity, express or implied, for the corporations 
forming the trust to enter any such combina- 
tion as the one they wefe seeking to en- 
force. The agreement they had made had 
ali the essential elements of a partnership, 
and was one, so far as it was possible for 
corporations to form one. But the court 
holds that corporations aré incapable of max- 
ing a valid partnership contract. 


Such a contract is wholly inconsistent with the 
scope and tenor of the powers expressly enjoined 
upon a corporation, whether it be a strictiy - bus- 
iness and private corporation, or one owing du- 
ties to the public, such as a cOmmon earrier. The 
whole policy of the law oréating and regulat 
corporations looks to the exclusive managemen 
of affaits Of each corporation by the officers 
provided for or authorized by its charter his 
management must be separate and exciusiv 


from its stockholders and the ontaurined officers 
and agents of the corporation wou'd be hostile to 
the policy of our geners) incorporation acts. 

The agreement made by the various cot- 
ton-seed oil companies provided for the sur- 
render of the beneficial use of the property 
of all for a common purpose. No power was 
granted to any one of thé corporations 
which made up the trust to do anything of 
the kind, and as these corporations could ex- 
ercisé no powers save those specifically 
granted by the State these attempts to form 
a partnership were absolutely without war 
rant ot law. The court does not say that 
these corporations have forfeited the char- 
ters which they sought to misuse, but there 
seems no reason to doubt that it would so 
hola if that point were to come before it for 
decision, and that 1s the question at issue 
here, where several gas companies with dis- 
tinct charters, lookmg “to the exclusire 
management of the affairs of each corpora- 
tion by the officers provided for or author- 


| ized by their charters,” have nullified the 


intent of the law by practically 
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the broader ground of the illegality of com- 
binations between private parties to force up 
prices, to kill competition, or to smash busi- 
mon or civil, from the first syllable of recorded 
time, bas always been against such combina- 


tions, and it has steadily held that any at- 


tempt by whomsoever made to force up prices 
80 as to extort an excessive profit on any ar 
tacle of necessity was an offense. Such has 
been the constant tenor of ail legislation 
which has ever gone to such excess as to 
hold that the profits of a dealer should be 


ing 
computed simply on what his goods cost him, 


and that it was wrongful to put up their 
price because of a sudden scarcity of the ar 
ticle, Still, there are cases where Judges 
may differ as to the legality of combinations. 

Quite recently Lord Chief Justice Cole 
ridge had a question before him for decision. 
A number of shipowners’ companies and 
private firms, wishing to keep in their own 
hands the China tea-carrying trade, formed 
what they called a conference, and gave a 
5 per cent rebate to all shippers using their 
vessels exclusively, A company trading be- 
tween Australia and England, taking in 
China on the way, wanted to share in this 
tea traffic, and was let into the ‘“confer- 
ence” for one year and then excluded, but 
would not submit, and tried to compete with 
the “conference,” finally sting ite mem- 
bers on the ground that they were uslaw- 
fully combined to prevent the plaintiffs from 
carrying on their trade. The defendants in- 
sisted that they had money invested in this 
trade, and that it was richt for them to en- 
dea vor by lawful means to keep it and ex- 
clude others from it. Among lawful means 
was inducing customers by profitable offers 
to deal with them rather than with their 
rivals. 

The Chief Justice held that it was lawful 
for tne defendants to induce customers to 
deal with them exclusively by giving notice 
that only those who did so should enjoy cer- 
tain advantages. It was claimed that the 
motive of the defendants was to ruin the 
plaintiffs, and that feature of the case had 
given him the most trouble. But it must be 
remembered that all trade wasseitish. What 
one gained another lost. But he could not 
say that the defendants had “ passed the line 
which separated the reasonable and legiti- 
mate selfishness of traders from wrong and 
Malice.“ So he came to the conclusion, on 
the whole, that the combination was not 
wrongful or malicious in the legal sense. 

“ The reasonable and legitimate selfishness 
of traders” is a phrase Which may appear 
hereafter in American disoussions of this 
most important question.
